SUBJECT: Possible action to approve a State of Nevada Importer and Wholesale
Dealer of Wine, Liquor and Beer License for Andrew Humphriss, dba
A&]J Distributors, LLC, and if approved, authorize each Commissioner to
sign the State of Nevada License Application for Importer and Wholesale
Dealer of Wine, Liquor, and Beer with direction for the County Clerk to
attest the license application. (Commission District 2.)

SUMMARY

Review and approve the application for a State of Nevada Importer and Wholesale Dealer
of Wine, Liquor and Beer License submitted by Andrew Humphriss, dba A&J
Distributors, LLC.

Pursuant to NRS 369.180, 369.190, and 369.200 and Washoe County Code (WCC)
Sections 30.3331 and 30.3335, the Washoe County Board of County Commissioners
shall approve or disapprove applications to engage in business as an importer and
wholesaler of intoxicating liquors in Washoe County.

Washoe County Strategic Objective supported by this item: Proactive Economic
Development and Diversification.

PREVIOUS BOARD ACTION

No previous action.

BACKGROUND

Andrew Humphriss, dba A&J Distributors, LLC, applied for a State of Nevada Importer
and Wholesale Dealer of Wine, Liquor and Beer License (see Attachment A) on August
24, 2015. Mr. Humphriss intends to distribute his intoxicating liquor within the
unincorporated Washoe County from his business address located in the City of Reno. A
Washoe County business license is not required from Mr. Humpbhriss, since his business
office is located in the City of Reno; however, he is required to apply for a Washoe
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County Importer/Wholesaler Intoxicating Liquor license to distribute intoxicating liquor
within the unincorporated County. Mr. Humphriss applied for his required County liquor
license on August 24, 2015. The County liquor license application file is available for
the Board’s review if needed. Staff will not issue the County liquor license until after the
Board approves the State liquor license application.

Mr. Humphriss intends to operate his business from a warehouse located at 5301 Longley
Lane, Building F, Suite 208 in the City of Reno. Washoe County Code Compliance staff
visited the business location on September 14, 2015, and verified that the location
appears suitable to house an importer/wholesaler business.

Mr. Humphriss applied for his required City of Reno general business license and liquor
license. As part of Reno’s license application process, the City’s planning staff reviewed
the location of the proposed business and determined that the existing City of Reno
zoning for the property supports this type of business use (wholesale distribution only; no
manufacturing; no on-site tasting; and, no retail sales). The City of Reno will not issue
their business and liquor licenses until after the State of Nevada’s liquor license has been
approved and issued.

The separate County Importer/Wholesaler Intoxicating Liquor license requires a criminal
history inquiry pursuant to Washoe County Code (WCC) Section 30.3333, which was
submitted to the Washoe County Sheriff’s Office on August 27, 2015. A criminal history
inquiry is required on all officers of the company, which includes Mr. Humphriss
(President) and Robert Gardner (Vice-President). The Sheriff’s Office returned the
criminal history investigation results on September 10, 2015. There is no disqualifying
information on either Mr. Humphriss or Mr. Gardner of which the County is aware.
Consequently, staff has determined that the applicant and officer of the company are
suitable to hold the license under the provisions of WCC Section 30.160.

NRS 369.190(3) and WCC Section 30.160(1)(b)(1) specify that the Board “require
satisfactory evidence that the applicant is a person of good moral character” when
reviewing and approving a State of Nevada Importer and Wholesale Dealer license
application. Both Mr. Humphriss and Mr. Gardner completed the required Liquor
License Personal History form and replied in the negative to any criminal convictions in
the past 10 years or to any revocations of either a liquor license or work permit. Mr,
Humphriss completed the required Child Support Compliance Statement/Exemption
Form and stated that the business is exempt from the provisions of the State Welfare
Reform Act for the support of a child since the business is a Limited Liability Company
(LLC).

Based on the information provided on these two forms, staff has determined that the
applicant and officer of the company are of “good moral character” and are suitable to
hold the State of Nevada Importer and Wholesale Dealer license under the provisions of
State Law and County Code. Copies of both sets of forms contain personal information,
so are not included in this staff report but are available to the Board upon request.
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FISCAL IMPACT

The applicant paid the required $300 Washoe County Importer/Wholesaler Intoxicating
Liquor license fee (deposited in Washoe County liquor license revenues account number
C105402-421200). This fee also provides for the Board review of the State liquor license
application. The quarterly Importer/Wholesaler Intoxicating Liquor license fee is $300,
which equates to projected annual revenue of $1,200 from A&J Distributors, LLC
(quarterly fees are also deposited into account number C105402-421200).

RECOMMENDATION

It is recommended that the Board approve a State of Nevada Importer and Wholesale
Dealer of Wine, Liquor and Beer License for Andrew Humpbhriss, dba A&J Distributors,
LLC, and if approved, authorize each Commissioner to sign the State of Nevada License
Application for Importer and Wholesale Dealer of Wine, Liquor, and Beer with direction
for the County Clerk to attest the license application.

POSSIBLE MOTION

Should the Board agree with staff’s recommendation, a possible motion would be:

“Move to approve a State of Nevada Importer and Wholesale Dealer of Wine, Liquor and
Beer License for Andrew Humphriss, dba A&J Distributors, LLC, and to authorize each
Commissioner to sign the State of Nevada License Application for Importer and
Wholesale Dealer of Wine, Liquor, and Beer with direction for the County Clerk to attest
the license application.”
